ATTRACTS WIDE ATTENTION 


An accident which might have re­ 
sulted in the loss of the lives of 
twelve people occurred at 7;50 last 
evening w'hen switch engiue No. 1183 
of the Milwaukee 
road, 
struck a 
street car at the notorious Mill street 
crossing. 
The street car w*as 
coming dowrv * 
the grade north of the crossing and 
was already started across the track 
when the switch engine standing to 
one side, started suddenly, and crash­ 
ed into the front end 
of the car, 
throwing it off the track. 
The mo­ 
torman saw' the danger at once and 
threw on the reverse, but it was too 
late to escape a collision. 
Red lan tern Sends O. K. 
According to the 
motorman in 
charge of the street car, W. D. Ash­ 
ley, the gates were 
up 
when ho 
reached the crossing and he was giv­ 
en the signal by the conductor to go 
ahead. 
He said that he noticed the 
switch engine standing to one side 
of the track but the gate tender, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Ashley was between 
the engine and the street car with 
a red lantern. 
He started the car 
down the grade and had just started 
across the track when 
the engine 
started forward. 
Brakes of No Use. 
“ I threw on the reverse and gave 
ber four notches.” said Mr. Ashley, 
“ but I could not back In time to pre­ 
vent the collision.”
